To German Territory 


Instructions have been received by 
Postmaster R. L. Elves covering the 
preparation of letters to Germany or 
enemy occupied territory. Communica¬ 
tions must be as brief as possible, cov¬ 
ering not more than two pages, and 
must he confined entirely to private 
or family matters, without any refer¬ 
ence to, military ot naval movements 
or to political or economic conditions. 
Communications may be written in 
any language but the envelope for 
overseas should be left open and it 
should be addressed in English, with 
no return address or postage stamps 
placed on it. Each letter must be ac¬ 
companied by a postal note for fifty 
cents to cover the expense of trans 1 
mittini the letter to the addressee and 
the reply to the sender in Canada. 

There are othej- regulations cover¬ 
ing the forwarding of social messages 
to persons in enemy or enemy occupied 
territory and persons interested 
should get in touch with Postmaster 
Fives.

Then 
lie chops or saws a cord of wood to 
get up an appetite for dinner.

Come what 
may, the folks won’t have that lazy 
Englishman loafing about the house 
and he must be kept busy outdoors. 
Evening comes with its interminable 
chores. Chores, chores, chores [“Chores 
boys, chores! My mother keeps a 
mangle!”

Once the “honest farmer” got this 
| type of Englishman out on his farm 
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Under the new scheme which he no\V proudly, announces, 
he has carried’his point, but at what a cost! We have lost 
a year and a half of training and our hesitation led Rib- 
bentrop to advise Hitler that Canada would not fight. Can¬

purposes. Our control and autonomy is safe-guarded by 
having the Royal Air Force instructors enrolled in the 
Canadian Air Force.

¥T is interesting to dip back into the past to learn 
hpw people thought, and what they hoped for in the 
last war. An editorial comes to hand from the London 
News-Leader, dated December 15, 1915, discussing peace 
proposals of that time. It says in part: “There can be 
no controversy about the horror and insanity of this 
■war. If we did not believe that humanity can exorcise 
this devil worship from the world, there would be no 
star of hope. What meaning can there be in existence 
if all the laborious achievements of civilization are only 
preparation for periodic, devastating convulsion ? We 
can turn the genius of mankind to constructive or to de¬ 
structive ends. But we cannot again, in the light of the 
piesent calamity, re-erect the old fabric of society, and 
put another powder magazine in the basement to blow it 
to pieces. If we build again we have got to look to the 
basement. We must have white light cast upon the old 
dark places of human government. And we must have 
a policeman piesent to see that kings and diplomats 
are not wandering about with lighted matches. We must 
see that in this funeral pyre of the old gods, no material 
is left for a future pyre. 

“The world has been moving forward at unequal 
strides. The Century of Science has brought the human 
family together in bonds of mutual interest and mutual 
necessity; distance is annihilated, and the world seemed 
moving to unity of purpose. But on the other hand po¬ 
litical relationships were untouched. Diplomacy was 
still governed by the traditions of a world that in all 
other respects had passed away. It was still the in¬ 
strument of despotic kings and supple ministers who 
gambled with nations as in the sixteenth century. 

“Those who worked toward the international friend¬ 
ship which should have come through scientific and com¬ 
mercial advance, hoped that the old gods might disap¬ 
pear into the twilight without conflagration. But the 
old gods won. And today those who most sought peace, 
now have no word of peace on their lips. To talk of 
peace now is to bargain with the old gods as to the 
terms on which they will resume sway ovefr the world. 
So long as the burglar has you by the throat, it is he 
who can dictate tertns. First loose his grip? 

“There are at piesent many German hints at peace, 
but none so authoritative as those of Dr. Delbruck who 
announces that 'the majority of German people desire 
the annexation of Belgium. Peace might be secured by 
ceding to Germany L ganda, Nigeria and the French 
and Belgian Congo as ransom for evacuation of North¬ 
ern France. England should pay an indemnity, which 
would not be as great as the cost of another, year.of war. 
Poland will never again belong to Russia; it will be au¬ 
tonomous, or an independent state under the Sovereignty 
of Austria. Of course the Baltic provinces will remain 
in the hands of Germany, free from domination of Rus¬ 
sia. Germany is going to liberate smaller nationalities 
in this war.’

Are officers to under¬ 
stand that if a landsman named Hitler erders them to scut¬ 
tle, they are also bound to commit suicide for the glory of. 
the Reich? It is an opera bouffe affair that Gilbert and Sul¬ 
livan could have immortalized. 


Before the war bioke out, Goering 
told Ward Price that they would pur¬ 
sue the course they are now pursuing 
in the west—mereiy holding the line 
there, but making conquests elsewhere 
presumably in the east and south. 
They are holding the west line, but 
something has gone wrong elsewhere. 
There is not much use making profits 
in the east if Russia is to participate 
in them. When Russia was taken into 
the axis it was as a silent partner, the 
more silent the better. But Stalin 
queered the game by harvesting where 
Hitler had sown, and by going out on 
ventures of his own in areas that were 
looked upon as Tuetonic spheres of in¬ 
fluence. 


It passes comprehension why the German people should 
rpgaid themselves as a superior race. They have no cause 
to take Hitler’s word for it, because he treats them as if 
they were not capable of governing themselves let alone 
being placed in a position to govern others. They are merely 
mechanized units, like their tanks. They go where they are 
driven;, they think what they are told to think; they eat 
and wear what they are permitted to eat and wear. Thev 
take, their orders from half a doz.en men who gained as¬ 
cendency over them by force. A million cabinets could be 
formed in Germany any one of which would be superior to* 
this one in mentality and morality.

It is not to the glory of the human racy that the “old 
gods” of which the writer spoke, though perhaps in 
slightly different dress, are again attempting to bur¬ 
glarize the world.

It has been calculated thab^ a 
mere inch of soil lost from one/acre 
of summerfallow represents 136 tons 
of soil or more than 24,000 tons from 
a quarter section. If one calculates 
further, he finds that this loss from a 
quarter section of good farm land will 
include as much phosphoros, for in¬ 
stance, as is used up on producing ov¬ 
er 76,000 bushels of wheat. This is, 
of course, in addition to other ele¬ 
ments such as nitrogen, potash, etc., 
which are also essential to crop pro¬ 
duction. Moreover, the surface soil 
contains humus and living organisms 
which profoundly afTect soil produc¬ 
tivity. Some very deep soils can with¬ 
stand the loss of fhis amount with lit¬ 
tle apparent immediate effect, but the 
average brown soil of our pHains, los¬ 
ing ever! 2 to 3 inches of top soil are 
likely to be seriously and pen lanently 
damaged. The cure in thisl case is 
either extremely costly or entirely im¬ 
possible. , | 

What- about the methods of preven¬ 
tion? Their simplicity and ease com¬ 
mends their use by everyone. If straw 
is available, it can be spread on spots 
where drifting begins, to avoid ag¬ 
gravation of the menace. The ordin¬ 
ary duckfoot cultivator may ridge the 
surface and hold for a time or when 
equipped with three or four listing 
shovels it can be used to list the fields. 
Lists should be sufficiently close to¬ 
gether to make furrows that will trap 
all soil moving between them. If 
drifting is too serious for the use of 
these devices, an improvised corn lis¬ 
ter can be used. With this machine 
deeper furrows can be made and a

At one time 
these men had no respect for an In¬ 
dian. In their opinion' there was only 
one good, reliable Indian and that was 
one who had gone to the Happy Hunt¬ 
ing ground. These men were wonder¬ 
ful-rifle shots; Buck Smith was the I 
best shot I ever saw with what he 
called a “scatter gun.” I have seen him 
stand on the road and shoot night- 
hawks as they dived or swished 
through the air. There was only one 
possible way for him to get a bead on 
them, and that was by sound. This 
man was blind in one eye, and could 
not see twenty feet with the other. All 
three took up land south of Calgary. 
Livingston had 250 head of cattle and 
knew every one of them by naive. 
These men were great buffalo hunters; 
if they did not get at least 700 hides 
in a season they were not in the mon¬ 
ey as hides were from 50c up. 

“Buffalo hunters and traders knew 
where every spring or watering hole 
in the N.W.T. was to be found, more 
especially those that had choke-

Safeguarding Coastal Areas 
Bases at Halifax and Esqui¬ 
mau 


In a recent broadcast issued b>* thh 
Dep’t’ of National Defence, informa¬ 
tion was given as to the contribution 
of the R.C.A.F. in defence of Canada. 
It is co-operating with the Canadian 
navy in protecting the Atlantic and 
Pacific seaboards and keeping trade 
routes open adjacent to the coast. 

Destroyers plough the seas and 
shores, Batteries stand watch on vul¬ 
nerable harbor areas, but the air¬ 
plane has greater visibility and ap¬ 
proaches to any port are under con¬ 
stant patrol from the air. This ex¬ 
tends hundreds of miles out to sea. 

Wireless silence is maintained to 
withhold information of aircraft posL 
tion. But actual contact may be main¬ 
tained with merchant ships by lump. 

If any craft rouses suspicion from the 
air, a destroyer may be summoned by 
wireless. Service aircraft carry bombs 
which can week a sub or surface ves¬ 
sel. - ■ 

Patrols stretch out over the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence and the Gulf of Canso. 
Many of the Mart jnes patrols are be¬ 
ing carried out by squadrons equipped 
with twin-engined bomber reconnai- 
sance land airplanes. These cover 
wider areas than is possible with fly¬ 
ing boats or float planes. They are 
more mobile in movement, and night 
landings can be effected readily. But 
the large type flying boat is very sea¬ 
worthy and can be operated fas a unit 
far from its base. It can descend to 
the water and the crew of seven can 
live aboard till further flight is requir¬ 
ed. 

Great protection is given in protect¬ 
ing convoys approaching or leading 
the Canadian coast. The trade routes, 
connecting Britain and Canada are 
considered more vulnerable than those 
on the Pacific. Put from the Pacific 
Coast air base at Esquimau and the 
naval base at Patr icia Bay, it is pos¬ 
sible to protect apptoaches to Victoria 
and .Vancouver. 

Advance Bases 

Advance bases of the R.C.A.F. have 
been established at strategic points on 
the mainland on the island. Hying 
boats and float olanes can be used al¬ 
most exclusively throughout the year. 

Fighter squadrons which have real 
sting in their wings have been sta¬ 
tioned on both coasts against air at¬ 
tack. 

Mobilized Quickly 

Within 48 hours of warning order 
from Ottawa, aircraft from Trenton, 
Ottawa and Calga y were on their 
way to the Martimes, and were mobil¬ 
ized in minimum of time. Photograph¬ 
ic aircraft for war purposes were sent 
from Ottawa. Aircraft was simultan- 

ously in flight to strategic points.

W. L. Wilkie, president of Com¬ 
monwealth corporation, speaking at

also warns against introduction of 
State tariffs and regulations. 

Expressing fear that the power giv¬ 
en to the federal government over eco¬ 
nomic and financial mechanism might 
take away the precious liberties of 
free enterprise, he asks “Have we 
gone so far in regulating free eco¬ 
nomic enterprise that we have taken 
the life out of it. He considers the 
most alarming feature, the concen¬ 
tration of power in creating omnipot¬ 
ent executive commissions. “Under 
commission regulation" he says, “we 
do not have a government of laws. We 
have a government of men, and con¬ 
duct of an enterprise may be deter¬ 
mined by the caprice of a commission 
chairm^^ Business also must mend 
its wav/For years, various sections cf 
American industry have asked special 
legislation offering temporary benefit 
at the expense of normal economic 
processes. Business has asked special 
subsidies and tariffs for this or that 
specific purpose. Business cannot ask 
for government interference at one 
time, and indignantly refuse it at an¬ 
other.” 

State Free T rade 

He pointed to a condition which 
Canadian provinces must also guard 
against when he said: “Moreover, we 
have witnessed within the past few 
years a rapid increase in the number 
of State tariffs and State regulations 
interfering with interstate commerce. 
Such action is suicidal. The greatness 
of the United States has depended 
party upon this factor, namely, that 
it is the largest free trade area in the 
world.

We have 
the feeling in our hearts that we are 
fighting against wickedness and this 
conviction will give us strength from 
day to day to persevere until victory 
is assured.”
